Work, tho’ well approved of by many, yet by the 


Envy of his Contemporaries, and their Love to An- 
tiquity, did not meet with an Univerfal Recepti- 
on, but the Italick Tranflation was ftill retained. 
But when Time had a little Vanquithed thofe Preju- 
dices, both the Tranflations came to be ufed as of 


equal Authority. St. Gregory teftifies that the Apo- — 


ftolick See ufes them both, and he himfelf in his 
Expofition of Fob, {ometimes ufed one, fometimes 
the other. By the frequent ufe of them both, the 
Times following compofed one, taking Part of the 
one, Part of the other, as Accidents required. 
The Pial ns being daily Sung in the Church cou’d 
not well be changed, fo that here the Old Tranfla- 
tion was retained entire ; but in the other Books of 
Scripture Sr. Ferom’s Tranflation is much the greate 
er Part. However to this Compofirion of both is

Bifhops and Divines.
